THE TAX-STEALING TRANSACTION, 
The Springfield Journal is forever remi 
the public that, some years ago, the then Coyn- 
ty Clerk of Cook County, by an omission to ex- 
tend a certain tax on his books, lost to the 
some $125,000 of revenue which ought to 
been collected. The act of the Clerk was ho- 
where more strongly reprobated than in this city, 
and we have never heard anywhere an object, 
on the part of our citizens against being taxed 
to refund to the State that sum, lost without 
knowledge or connivance on the part of 
people.

Chicago $2,950,000, in consideration | 
the release on the revenues of 1 
canal, for which act the people of this city have 
been extremely grateful. It is true, the city ex- 
pended nearly a million of dollars more on the 
canal than it got back from the State, but, for 
what the State did refund, Chicago will always 
be truly gratefal. But there are at this time 
railroad aid bonds outstanding, issued by certain 
towns and counties (a minority of the people of. 
the State) amountiug to over $13,000,000. These 
bear an average interest of 9 per cent, and the 
annual interest reaches nearly $1,200,000. Some 
of these towns and counties have broken down 
in the psyment of their interest, and others are 
about to follow. The bondholders and their 
agents have therefore devised a scheme by which 
the assessed value of taxable property in this 
State shall be nearly three times that of 1869 ; in 

this county it is proposed to make it nearly five 
tames as great. Under the infamous law of 1869, 
all State taxes collected on the increase in the 
assessment over that of 1868 shall be applied in 
those towns, counties, etc., owing such bonds to 
the payment of interest and principal of those 
1878 will produce enough revenue upon the in- 
crease to pay all the interest on those bonds, 
and leave a large surplus. The deficiency thus 
created in the State revenue is to be made 
by collecting a million or so extra tax from the 
Sangamon County and the City of Springfield 
have to pay an annual tax on their railroad 
bonds of about $40,000. No tax is to be levied 
there in 1873 to pay that tax; it is to be taken’ 
out of the State revenue, and other places, like 
Chicago, Waukegan, Woodstock, and Galena are 
to supply the deficiency. Because Cook County
